Your Vehicle: 


* Check tyre pressure, oil level, radiator water, lights and brakes 
before you start your journey. 


Your Journey: 


Plan your journey - list the entrance and exit interchanges you 
will use on the Expressway. 

Rest before you start the journey and plan short rests after every 
two hours of driving. 

Avoid traffic jams and road works - use an alternative route if 
necessary. 

Always keep a safe distance from the vehicle in front of you. 


On The Expressway: 


Keep to the left lane unless overtaking. 

Use your signal lights and rear view mirror before overtaking. 
Observe the speed limits. 

In case of an emergency, and you need to stop at the emergency 
lane, switch on your hazard lights. 

If you feel tired, stop at the next "Rest and Service Area/Layby" 
to rest, or change drivers if possible.

Laybys: 


One or two located between “Rest and Service Areas”, they 
provide parking areas, toilets and public telephones. 


Vista Point: 


Found at scenic points along the Expressway, facilities available 
are parking and picnic spots. 


Traffic Monitoring Centre (TMC): 


Operates 24 hours a day and handles the PLUS HOTLINE 03- 
2920000 to assist Expressway users' queries. 


PLUSRonda: 


This is a 24-hour service to assist motorists on the Expressway. 
Towing is provided to the nearest Toll Plaza, in the event of a 
major breakdown. PLUSRonda also deals with accidents and 
general traffic management on the Expressway. PLUSRonda 
service is free. 


Emergency Telephones: 


These are placed every 2 km on either side of the Expressway. 
Walk to the nearest one in case of emergency or breakdown. 
These telephones are connected to the nearest Regional 
Communication Centre (RCC). 


To use the Emergency Telephone: - 


+ Pull down the switch on the box and then let it go 

+ Wait for PLUS staff to respond 

+ Speak clearly and slowly through the microphone to explain your 
problem. 





TAXIS 

Taxis are fitted with meters and 
can be hailed at designated taxi 
stands or booked by phone. The 
flag fare is RM2 and 10 sen for 
every 200 meters there on. 


LRT 

LRT covers a distance of 12km 
and consists of 13 stations. Daily 
operating hours are between 6am 
to 12 midnight. Season tickets 
can be purchased at any LRT 
station. 


CAR RENTAL 

Several car-rental agencies offer 
self-drive cars for hire if you 
possess a valid international 
driving license. Keep a road map 
on hand and fasten your seat belt 
(compulsory for passengers). 
Speed limit in town is 50km per 
hour. Always keep to the left side 
of the road if you are going slow. 


RAILWAY 

In Malaysia, all tracks lead to 
Kuala Lumpur. Two main railway 
lines operate for passenger 
service. One runs along the west 
coast from Singapore to Kuala 
Lumpur and Butterworth, then 
meets the Thai railways at the

border. The other line travels up 
to the north-eastern part of the 
peninsular near Kota Bahru, also 
meeting up with Thai railway. 


COMMUTER TRAINS 

KTM Commuter operates speedy 
electric train services from KL 
railway station to designated 
points within the city as well as 
to Port Klang, Seremban, Kajang 
and Rawang. 


LIMOUSINES 
Limousines can be hired at most 
major hotels. 


KLIA LIMOS & COACHES 
Limousine KLIA provides taxis 
and limousine services to/from 
KLIA Sepang airport. Fares are 
from RM65 to RM120 for one way 
trip. Alternative is to board the 
Airport Coach Express service at 
Hentian Duta (KL Terminal), Chan 
Sow Lin, STAR LRT Station. One 
way adult fares range from RM20 
from KLIA to Hentian Duta and 
НМ25 from КПА to hotels in KL 
City centre (inclusive of ‘pick-up’ 
and 'drop-off services).
